As the county’s
total registration was 3,465, it will be
scen that there were 1,065 men who
were nof called on to report to the
local board, and it is understood that
this number is being held in reserve
so that in case the occasion demands
it, an additional number of soldicrs
can be obtained from this county.
While the number of men who
claimed exemptions was much larger
than had eriginally been anticipated,
it is believed that the county’s orig-
inal quota and the additional increase
of a number equaling 10 per cent of
the quota can be taken care of, and
the recruits to the training
camps on the dates indicated by the
war department, and which were pub-
lished in these columns vesterday.
